Oun State Legislature has uot yet taken any

deeislve action on the proposition to secular- |

ize the Sabbath. In the meanwhile the
friends of the measure are working with great
indastry, and hope to prevail.  Thay eontead
that a*majority of the peopl of the State, or
of any particular part ot it In wh'ch it 15 pro-
posed to medify the present law of Pennsyl-
vania respecung the SHabhaih, should be
allowed to control the whole question,  As-
gsuming this o be a soand wnd impregnable
ground on which to base their project, the,
are dnily pending
numerously signed, in favor of divesting the
Sabbath of all its sacredness as a divine Tnstl-
tution, and converting it, lterally and in-
deed, mto a s'mple popular huliday,

But is it true that this question should ba
aflected at all, much less absolutaly (later-
mined, by the mere fact tunt diose wao sign
petitions in fayvor of abolishing the Sabbath
outnumber those who sign petitions agalnst
it? The Legslature should carefully con-
sider this point before they accord v the
credit and influence that are claimed tor it,

In the first place, papers with prin'ed head-
ings, and signed, or purporting to be signad.
by individual citizens, are not a sale means ol
ascertaining public sentiment touching any
subject whatever., Signatures are not only
forged, but tie members of the Legislatare can
pever kndw thie character. thy age, the sex,or
even the existence of a majo:ity of the signers,
It may be that much more than hall' of the
pames subscribed to such petitions are the
names of women, of minors, ol aliens, and
even of dead men. 1t is, moreover, notorious
that signatures to petitions to the Legislature
can be procured ns easily, und as corruptly,
as votes can be cbtained ut a politieal elec-
tion. And, flually, mos' p rsons arc aware,
that it Is a common subterfuge, practised by
thosewho are iuterested to earry soma specifle
measure through the Legislature by popular
petition, to take the names signed to a prayer
for an unobjectionable object, and attach them
surreptitiously to a prayer for a very dilferent
purpose. ‘T'h's bas been done over and over
again; and as it |s a mode of practising a gross
fraud on the intelligence and integrity of the
law-makers of the Commonwealth, they should
be especially careful how they permit thom-
selves to be controlled 1 their action by aay
such unieliable expedient. In short, when-
ever it is proposed that the Legislature shall
enact a particular law on the ground that a ma-
jority of the people of the State are in favor of
it, the only safe and proper method of procesd-
ure is, to submit e question, in advanee, to
the suffrage of the legal voters of the State,
or of the town, city, or county that is to be
exclusively affected by it, and then act ac-
cordingly.

But there are some matters that are not
properly subject to even thal sirt of treat-
ment, and the Sabbash is one of them. God's
authority Is above man’s authoricy, and God's
laws should never, In any Qaristian comau-
nity, be annulled by homan legislation,
When, therefure, the law makers of a State
are asked to change the esspntial chard ster of
a divine Institution, they are really required
to deliberately repeal the leglslation of the
Almighty, and set the sovercignty of the
creatare above the sovereignty of his Maier,
If it I8 true .and we think it canpot be
doubted) that God appolated the Sabbaih as

should cease Ifrom world'y labor, aad *“hal-
lowed it” also, as a_duy to be devolgl
especially to His honor—to spiritual uses anl
worship—then, surely, no earthly leglslature
should dare to Infrinee, In the slightest pos-
sible degree, that supreme ordinaice.
